studding-sail set. 

But that is not the one who ahould com- 
mand sympathy. It is rather the many 
with smallar idear, wha’ play no higher 
game than that of a reasonable turn-over, 
to whoso complaint a listening esr should 
be lent. It is they who feel the tux of a 
heavy brokerage most acutely, for thoir 
modost operations are tot op a seale suttt- 
cigntly important to cause any appreciable 
advance in values. Take, for instaice, a 
bayer of Langkata at Tis. 360, and note 
what a ‘marked and rapid rise must tuke 
plice before he even gets hia money buck, 
for interest, if it be bnt incurred for a 
short time, will sonn eat up any modest 
profit on a yenture -under existing, con- 
ditions. Meanwhile the sharebroker bat- 
tens, for he not only gets his 1% conmis- 
sion fram the original seller in the trans- 
action, but will get as likely as not a second 
commission of 1% on the resale, to say no- 
thing of future possibilities in brokerage 
from a diligent tracking of these identical 
shares. ss 

Tnitially the broker's commission to-day 
ona Langkat transaction is, say Ty. 3.60 
per share ; if he effect the resale cven at 
the sume ptice, he pockets. a furher 
dovceny of Ts. 3.60, whereas a rise of 
eleven taels x share would ba necessury to 
give the operator who lias to find the money 
and take al) the risk, a, similar benefi 
And the’same principle runs through the 
whole gainut vf share transactions. The 
tax falls most heavily upon tho-man of 
moderate aspirations, whe takes a moderate 
risk, and only looks forward to a moderate 
profit, And he, after all, is the true re- 
presentative of the buckbono of legitinate 
speculation and the mainstay of the broker. 
Yet hois an-early sutierer when the high- 
flyers in tho game begin.to unload. 

These conditions irresistibly force on the 
consideration whether the time is not 
approaching when the many may benefit by- 
8 reduction in the sharebroker’s , commis- 
sion. There is no place under the stn 
where such a high brokerage obtains asin 
Shanghai; c-rtainly none where the re- 
compenso is less commensurate’ with the 
work actually done. There is no real 
genuine quid pro quo fur the 1%. ‘There 
can be but little argument in faveur of its 
continuance. [ts maintenance at the 
prosent time of inflated prices tends ns 
assuredly” to the fostering of — wild 
speculation as it: does to the 
smothering of legitimate operation. 
What may be considered a fair and reason- 
aljlo-remuneration for the stock and share- 
broker in Shanghai will, doubfless, be 
atrived at sooner or Ister; and the broker 
will be. wise who early recugnises the 
absolute impossibility, unless he wish to 
kill the goose that lays the golden egu, of 
any long cuntinuance of the present state 
of things. fe 

This vaticination msy be unpalstable to 
the few, but if it lead to a consideration of 
the means,which will better safeguard and 
alleviate the position of -the legitimate 
investor and ihe modest operator, it should 
elicit the gratitude of the many.
